Tho troops have worn 
themselves aud horses to the limit of 
endurance, charging the mountain trails 
and striking the Filipinos where they 
can goto ii the track of an unorganized 
bank. 
Hundreds have been slain, but 
the work has been like sweeping away 
mosquitoes which swarm down upon a 
new spit.

The soldiers thought that 
they were men dressed in women’s 
clothes.

It consisted of a cable 
to Minister Wu from Sluing the imperial 
director of posts and telegraph at Shang- 
( bai arid according to tho miniater, was 
I i ’n reply to the urgent message lie him* 
Hi lt had neat to that official asking him 
to try to secure nome news from the 
Chinese capital. 
This cablegram Minis­ 
ter Wu regarded aa of «nrh im, evince 
to carry in person directly to Se tv mry 
Hay, who was waiting at hit home for 
Beira. 
I his message was as follows: 
"Pekin news of July 7, says that Gen. 
Tuan Fuh Slang, in disobedience to im­ 
perial orders, was about to use guiiR. 
Legations and the government will be in 
peril.’’ 
This news is corrobative of that con­ 
tained in a recent 
caid* gram from 
Consul General Goodnow at Shanghai, 
although the consul general*! dispatch I 
gave his Pekin news the date of the sixth, 
raying that the final attack upon the 
legations with guns was ais,ut to begin 
on July 7. 
It is surmised her,; that Mr. 
Goodnow got his news from Sheng, who 
is certainly in a position to be able to 
secure the news from Pekin. 
Aside 
from the gloomy forecast given of the 
-ud of the terrible struggle of the lega­ 
tions against the inevitable, the signifi­ 
cant feature of the measure is the oonp- 
ling of the fate of imperial government 
with that of the foreign ministers. 
Officials here get some satisfaction 
from this portion of the disjmtch as it 
sustains them in the position they have 
held from the first that the Chinese 
government is not at war with Chris­ 
tendom, but is confronting a formidable 
insurrection. 
Th,-re still remains a sus­ 
picion that while Mr. Wu is undoubted­ 
ly acting with perfect sincerity, Sheng, 
who is represented to be a clever and 
adroit man, may know more of the ac­ 
tual happenings at Pekin tlian he is will­ 
ing to reveal at once. It is feared that 
he is trying to prepare the way for the 
disclosure at tern till news, hoping that 
by letting it come out gradually the 
blow will not fall with such severity 
and perhaps with such disastrous results 
to his own people as might be the case 
if the whole story were imparted to the 
world at once. 
This news, it may be 
noted, comes 
entirely from Chinese 
sources. 
Is now 21 days since word has come 
directly from any of the unfortunates 
besieged in the legations at Pekin. 
Tho 
last message from there was from Min­ 
ister Robert Hart, the Englishman in 
charge of the Chinese customs service, 
and was of undoubted authenticity. 
It represented the situation of the lega- 
tioners as desperate and implored help. 
The last word from Minister Conger 
came to the state department from Pe­ 
kin under date of Juue 12. 
At that 
time he asked that Seymour’s interna­ 
tional relief colnmn, which was even 
doomed to fail, should signal its ap­ 
proach wheu near Pekin. 
This was 
one month and three days ago aud it 
would be an unprecedented defense for 
such an inrdequate and Blatted and pro­ 
visioned force as was at the command of 
the foreign ministers, to hold out for 
that length of time. 
Minister Wu’s cablegram from Sheng 
could not be taken a> an answer to the 
cipher message he forwarded at Secre 
tary Hay’s request to China, in the et 
fort to get it through to Mr. Conger. 
That was a message was sent to Yon 
Shin Ria, the governor of the province 
of Shan Tung. 
That official has replied 
informally that he has no news himself, 
but it is assuring that he will take 
prompt steps to forward the cipher mes­ 
sage. His status at this critical juncture 
is unfortunately not beyond suspicion, 
though Mr. W u retains full confidence 
in him. 
The government here has taken note 
of the efforts made in some quarters to 
stir uj> an agitation against the peace­ 
able Chinese in the United States. 
It 
feels it is imperatively necessary to use 
the entire resources of the government 
to suppress any movement that would 
jeopardize their safety. Anything like 
a massacre of the Chinese in the United 
Stat,-s would wreck the whole cause of 
the United States government in the 
settlement which must come of this Chi­ 
nese trouble. 
Our government could 
not demand reparation or indemnity 
from China for whatever happens at 
Pekin or elsewhere in China if the Chi­ 
nese government through the violence 
of our people were put in a position to 
claim a set off growing out of violence 
shewn to this people in the United 
States. 
Mr. Wu says that all the Chinese in 
the Unhed States come from south Chi­ 
na and are altogeth »r out of sympathy 
with the northern Chinese. 
In fact 
they do not even speak the same laa- 
guage. He is sure that there is not a 
single one of these northern Chinamen 
in the United States aud if there were 
they would meet with the hostility of the 
Cantonese. 
As to tho latter, the minis­ 
ter de* lares they are entirely satisfied 
with their condition iii this country and 
could not be persuaded to return to Chi­ 
na to give aid to any element ojiposed to 
Americans.
